To com-
plete the style of design, gar-
dens can be planted with trop-
ical palms, bamboos and grass-
es that fit well into a modern

Two bamboo grasses espe-
cially "suitable for a modern
garden are the variety Golden
Goddess and the Dwarf Bam-
boo (Sasa pygmaea) varieties.
The Goddess is very pictur-
esque  with slender yellow
canes and well feathered gold-
en stems, The Dwarf grows to
10 inches in a feathery, deli-
cate manner.

Fuchsias IdeaI As "Many- Climate’

Flower, But They Require Shade -

, Today, enthuslnsm for cul-
tlvatmg the'fuchsia rivals that
of the rose. For this, ornamen-
tal shrub can be successfully
grown in varying types of cli-
mates throughout the state,

The Fuchsia, named for Leo-
nard Fuchs who ‘was the first
to begin botanical terminology,
is native to Céntral and South’
America, Mexico, the West In-
diés ‘and New Zealand. These

countries possess the climatic
conditions that best suit the
Fuchia — humidity, partial
shade, moisture and a great
deal of food. But recent hybri-
dizing has developed varieties
that will thrive even in the hot,
dry climates of the California
interior valleys, if properly
shaded.

No matter whgre you garden
—hot valleys or the ideal cos-
tal fog belt—the Fuchia should
be grown in shade. If .the cli-
maté of your locale is dry,
you can easily create the damp
growing conditions that the Fu-
chsia likes, according to the
California Association of Nur-
serymen. Container ‘cultivation
is excellent for Fuchsias; they
can be hung in shady places on
your, porch, lanai, patia or ter-
race.  Upright varieties are
readily grown in tubs on the
patio floor.

. First Step

The first step in growing
Fuchsias in containers is to
select the trailing vaneﬂes
which, of course, are, best
suited for hanging hnskets,
portable planter boxes and
tubs.

These insects are mites. They
may be in several colors rang:
ing from green, to greer with
spots, or most commonly red.

'They resemble Spiders in mini-

ature at first glance, and they
do lay eggs within a webby
substance, but they are not
true spiders. These’ mites will
suck the juices from the tis-
sues,of leaves, and when there
are hundreds and: thousands,
and yes, millions on a particu-
lar plant, the leaves will lose
their green appearance, ahd
may drop off entirely.

The red, spider mite, to give
an ‘interesting example, is ex-
tremely prolific in warm wea-
ther, and all mites in genéral
should be carefully watched
and controlled at this time. A
thorough saturating of the up-
per as well as the lower sides
of .the leaves of plants at this
time with a malathion spray
available from' yournursery
and garden supply dealer will
aid greatly in conirolling them.
Repeated applications will be
necessary to.do'a thorough job.
